The somewhat ostentatious assumption of 
fairness toward Mr. Parnell and his cause by

The British Admira ity office expects to find 
strong opposition to voting the large addi- 
tional amount which Parliament will be asked 
to grant for naval purposes at the coming 
session, unless the Government decides to 

take steps to help the British sailor to turn 
over a new leaf. The official returns relating 
to the progress of British merchant shipping, 
just published, shows 4 continued increase 
in the poportion of foreigners employed 
on the British vessels during the past 
year. In an article published to-day, the 
senior member of a large shipping rm makes 
some statements on this subject which cannot 
be regarded gs other than very serious by all 
who realize*the importance of the British 
maritime carrying trade as an element of the 
national strength and the rity of Great 
Britain. The writer por atom as to say that 
in the Eastern carrying trade especially it is 
no longer considered advantageous to carry 
an exclusively English crew and that indeed 
the tendency is distinctly in the direction of 
dispensing with the Englishman M possible. 
This, he says, is a result of increasing 
drunkenness and want of discipline, 
partly a consequence of higher wages an‘ 
shorter passages. These f ulte are especially 
prevaient amongst the fremen. In the East- 
ern trade the Lascar or Chinaman is generally 
preferred by the officers of the steam lines, 
and in European waters it is considered best 
to get foreign crewa, preference being given 
to Scandanavian sailors and German firemen. 
The Board of Trade rules, the writer admits, 
are grosely abused, and there d a widening 
gulf between officers and men in consequence 
of the increasing disposition of the latter to 
take advantage ofthe law on more or less 
trivial points in every seaport town in order 
to delay the ships. 
THE SAILORS’ PROTEST. 

With reference to the outery raised by un- 
employed English seamen that the foreign 
sailor and Lascar are ousting them from their 
rights, a case is mentioned in whieha Liver- 
pool shipowner, in deference to an 
appeal, decided to try ones more 
an exclusively English crew on a steamer 
bound for Bombay. The result was most un- 
fortunate, twelve of the crew, who bad drawn 
balf their pay in advance, deserted before the 
ship started and so many troubles occurred 
during the voyage that an order was sent out 
to ship a Lascar crew at the first opportunity. 
Had the experiment succeeded employment 
would have been found by the owners In ques- 
tion for some 500 Englishmen. But it is added 
that exclusively English crews will never 
again be engaged of that line of steamers. 

A similar trial was made in the harbor of 
Bombay, in consequence ofan order to ship 
an English crew if possible. But although the 
men when engaged were out of work 
and actually living on charity. 
they were so drunk when the time 
of sailing arrived that they had to be dis- 
charged as useless hands and a Lascar crew 
shipped. During the past ten years there has 
been an increase of 22,000 Lascars sailing from 
the port of Bombay alone. The pay of the 
European is about 29 per month; that of the 
Lascar £1 }0s. 

THE QUESTION OF DISSOLUTION. 

A leading Oonservative member of Parlia- 
ment, high in the ministerialist councils, said 
to-day that if the judgment of the Special 
(Parnell) Commission should sustain the ac- 
cusations against the Parnellites, the probable 
course of the Government would be to dissolve 
Parliament at once, in order to obtain a new 
lease of power on the strength of the report. 

Mr. Schnadhborst, the Liberal Oaucus King, 
in an interview to-day respecting such ajstep, 
said: Ido not think much of this argument. 
Parliament is not dissolved that way. There 
was a day in 1684, well remembered, when Mr. 
Gladstone surprised most people by a disso- 
lution.

It is 
certain that ever since 
Morier’s letter to 
Count Bismarek ap- 
peared in the press an 
active correspond- 72 
ence has been pro- 
ceeding between Lord 
Salisbury and the 
British Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg. It is , 
understood that the Prince Bismarck. 
Prime Minister had discouraged any public 
action in the matter, and has been content to 
express his own opinions pretty freely 
through the usual diplomatie channels. How- 
ever, now that the Cologne Gazette has re- 
turned to the attack, it is impossible that the 
matter should beallowed to drop, and there 
is a strong feeling in official quarters that 
if this kind of. thing is meekly sub- 
mitted to, the honorof the whole diplomatic 
service will be affected.

It finally got 

troops and police enough together at the crit- 

ical moment and atthe important points to 

stay the onward rush of the rioters. To-day 

the excitement and the agitation have not 

subsided. Groups of workingmen are gath- 

ered in various quarters of the city. The prin- 

cipal streets are patrolled by cavalry, and the 

police are at every threatened point in re- 

doubled force. It is feared the night will 
hardly pass without some disturbance. 

The city is in a state of panic. The shops 
opened this morning, but closed early, fear- 
ing that the mob would loot them. Three hun - 
dred workmen assembled in the Plaza di 
Dante, but the cavairy charged upon them 
and dispersed the rioters. Arrests have been 
numerous. The banks and all large buiid- 
ings are guarded by detachments of infantry. 

But the authorities are now fully prepared 
for anything that happens. Their weakness 
and inefficiency was the subject of an excited 
debate in the Camera di Deputati to-day. At 
the same time the government was taken to 
task by Ultras for not having met the com- 
plaints of poor workmen long ago and 
brought about some compromise with em- 
ployers which would have prevented these 
dangerous strikes. 

Signor Crispi, President of the Ministry, re- 
plied, laying the blame for allthe trouble 
upon the Chief of Police who had disobeyed 
the orders given him in advance. The debate 
was adjourned until Thursday. It did much 
damage to the government, which appeared 
to poor advantage.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIO BAIL WAY. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, February 9.—It was 
pretty generally believed thas the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, driven from onerefuge after an- 
other, had at last given up the fight for the 
retention of the monopoly. But not at all. 
Despite the last overwhelming defeat in the 
Supreme Court of Canada at Ottawa, 
they are now to the front 
again with the bil filed- in the 
Equity side of the Court of Queen's Bench of 
Manitoba, praying that the Northern Pacific 
Railway be squelched because it will divert 
traffie’’ from the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
**foreign’’ railways, and‘‘thus in divers ways 
greatly damage and injure the plaintifis.’’ 
Secondly, because it is a line of railway ex- 
tending beyond the limite of the province 
into aforeign cougtry; and, thirdly, because 
itis a line of railway connecting two of the 
provinces of Canada. The last objection is sup - 
ported by the statement that the whole agree- 
ment between the province and the Northern 
Pacific contemplates a connection -between 
the Northern Pacific branch from Morris to 
Brandon, and an extension of the Duluth & 
Manitoba Rallroad which is expected to cross 
the international boundary into Ontario at 
the Lake of the Woods and extend northwest- 
erly across the eastern boundary of Manitoba 
and onward to Morris. Uniess the legal ob- 
jections have some weight it is not likely the 
Court will be much moved by the complaint 
that some traffic is being diverted from the 
O. P. R. to a ‘‘foreign’’ railway. Nor is it 
likely that the law points raised will amount 
to anything. 

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

In the Legislature yesterday Mr. Wood 
moved that in the opinion pf this House the 
terms of the maximum rate agreed upon be- 
tween the Manitoba Government and the 
Northern Pacific Railway Co. upon freight 
carried by said company from points within 
the province of Manitoba to Duluth, or any 
other point outside the limits, should be sub- 
mitted to the House. Premier Greenway 
at the time the Northern Pacific contract for 
the construction of the Red River Valley rvad 
was ratified claimed to have a written agree- 
ment with the company for a maximum rate 
on freight to Duluth. This agreement, how- 
ever, has not been forthcoming, hence this 
motion. 

Mr. Wood contended that the Government 
shvuld produce at once evidence that 
the arrangement with the Northern 
Facile was a satisfactory one, or 
the public could conciude that the 
terms were simply those offered by the Man- 
itoba company to all comers. Railway Com- 
missioner Martin in reply said that the Gov- 
ernment could not make known the rate 
agreed upon with the Northern Pacific until 
the latter gave their consent. General opin- 
ions outside the Legislature is that the rate is 
ne lower than the one at present charged, 
and that the Governmentis afraid to make 
the agreement public.

THE SPRING ELECTION. 

Municipal elections m W. Louis have 
made very prominent the fact that there 
are a great many independent voters on 
both sides of the political fence and that 
a great v®tory for either party may be 
followed by its overwhelming defeat in 
the very next election. With an organi- 
gation fairly representing the party 
masses, and a good ticket wearing the 
brand of no boss or clique dictation, but 
representing the free choice of the party 
voters, and commending itself to all good 
citizens by its origin and character, the 
outlook is very favorable to Democratic 
union and success in the spring election. 

But last fall's election proved that a 
ticket of good men foisted on the party by 
arrogant and dictatorial bosses may be 
even weaker than an objectionable ticket 
fairly chosen.

THE TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 

The Bell Telephone Company of this 
city in its greed for enormous profits and 
stubborn resistance to the fair demands 
of its customers has over-reached itself. 

While securing temporary gain and in- 
conveniencing and overcharging its pa- 
trons a little longer it has brought upon 
itself several unpleasant consequences. 
The officials of the company invited a 
contest and they got more than they 
wanted. Mr. FIELDING MANSFIELD, by 
his careful collection of facts and figures 
on the telephone business and his master- 
ly presentation of them to the Legislative 
Committee on Municipal Corporations, 
brought out some extremely important 
and interesting information. 

It was shown that twice as much is paid 
for telephone service in St. Louis as is 
paid in Kansas City, and that dividends 
are paid on telephone stock in the latter 
city. Manager Durant of the local com- 
pany admitted that the valueſot the plant 
here amounted to $60,000, but that the 
capital stock was $400,000, on which im- 
mense dividends are paid. He said that 
the cost of each instrument is $3.50 and 
the annual rental paid to the Boston 
company, which owns a large share of 
the local company’s stock, is $14 
He also said that he believed that 
when the patents expired the reduction 
of prices would exceed the amount of 
rental taken off because of competition, 
thus admitting that the present prices 
are fixed on an arbitrary monopolistic 
basis and not on the basis of fair and rea- 
sonable profits. 

The most astonishing and important in- 
formation of all, however, was the istate- 
ment that the Boston company, while en- 
gaged in over-charging because of its ab- 
solute monopoly of the telephone busi- 
ness, evaded the payment of taxes on 
property in this State, from which it en- 
joys an income enormously out of propor- 
tion to its value. 

The statement of the company’s man- 
ager is a confession of guilt. It proves 
conclusively the need of legal regulation 
of prices and it invites the attention of 
the Tax Assessor and Collector.

A Kansas City Paper Investigates the Al. 
leged Packer's Trust. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsrarcen. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 9.—The Star 
has made an investigation into the alleged 
dressed beef combine. The result was pub- 
lished this evening. The report says the facts, 
opinions and conclusions given have been se- 
cured from interviews with the packers, ship- 
pers, the commission men and the speculative 
buyers. It says: 


The only palpable fact discoverable upon 
which the stockman bases bis belief in a com- 
bine is stated by a Saline County (Mo.) 
man. He shipped several cars of cattie to 
Chicago. Only one buyer looked at them and 
they were sold to him and be was Swift's 
buyer. The cattle were driven out of 
the yards and part of them sent to Swift's 
house, while part were shipped to Ham- 
mond’s establishment in Indiana.

10 BE HELD IN ST. LOUIS TO DRAW UP A PE- 
TITION TO CONGRESS. 


An'Equitable Bankrupt Act Mach in De- 
‘mand—The Associated Wholesale Grocers 
, of Bt. Louis atthe Head of It—A Call for 
Delegates—Views of Prominent Business 


HE Associated Whole- 
sale Grocers of this 
city have issued a cal! 
to all of the leading 
commercial  institu- 
tions and organiza- 
tions in the United 
States asking them to 
1 2 send delegates to a 
National Bankruptcy Convention in this city 
on February , as has been previously stated 
in the POsST- DISPATCH, the object 
of the convention being to draw 
up and formulate an equitable bankrupt act 
for presentation to Congress with as strong 
a backing as can be gotten together. 
The wholesale grocers are of the opinion 
thatthe demands ofcommerce urgently call 
for a uniform collection law in the form of a 
bankrupt aét, which shall preserve the 
rights of creditorsand debtors, irrespective 
oftheir residences or personal relationsbip. 
The opinions of a number of business men on 
the subject were obtained with the following 
results: 
MR. E. G. SCUDDER, 
an Executive Committeeman of the Associat- 
ed Wholesale Grocers, was seen at his place of 
business, and when asked asto the progress 
of the coming convention said: 

The preparations are progressing!satis- 
factorily. We have some funny inquiries tor 
example, one gentieman wanted to know if 
the enactment of a bankrupt law would in any 
way invalidate the preference of legitimate 
securities taken in good faith or affect the 
statutory lien laws; he was of course told that 
it would not. The men most interested in 
having a Dankrupt law are the identical ones 
most interested in having mortgages and liens 
in good faith upheld; for example, credit is 
establisbed and maintained by the fact of the 
applicant for credit having’ property and of 
being able to comply with the contracts 
he makes; if he has occasion to encumber his 
property and does so and records the papers 
according to law, there is no objection, but if 
ittranspires that relatives or ‘confidential’ 
creditors have beld unrecorded mortgages 
upon property upon the face of which his 
credit was established, it is, of course, wrong, 
and ought not to be upheld. 

No, sir,’’ continued Mr. Scudder, ‘‘the ob- 
ject of enacting a bankrupt law is to have a 
square deal all around and to do away with 
faise pretenses and fraud and to have business 
conducted upon business principles and ina 
legitimate way. 

MR. J. K. HAYWARD 
of Hayward 4 Co., upon being seen at his 
office and questioned about the bankruptcy 
movement, said: 

It is not worth while to 
small amount because it will consumed in 
expense even if youare successful. The same 
rule, of course, appiies to bankruptcy; if we 
can have a law that willbe sufficientiy inex- 
pensive to enable us to realize upon smal! 
claims it will bea very great advantage to the 
od bb te bic views "OF fons 
Mr. Hayward said: ‘‘I think that exemptions 
shouid be uniform. It may not 
to depart from the exemption laws of the 
various States, but I thnk that ae a matter 
of equity the same amount should be ex 
expted to an unfortunate debtor in Maine as 
in Texas. Iunderstand that a man may fail 
and retain as exempt, under certain con- 
ditions, as much as $100,000 in Texas. Such a 
state of affairs ought not to exist. 

„There is one other point to be considered in 
the framing of a bankrupt law, and should be 
provided for if it is possible to do so, and that 
is a provision that will enable a speedy settle 
ment of a bankrupt estate, because of the 
long delays incident to a settlement of bad 
accounts and accounts that have to be sued 
for has long been an annoyance to the busi. 
ness community. 

Il think that provision should be made so that 
there will be enough judicial officers to trans- 
act the business speedily and not permit it to 
— as in our own Supreme Court for ex 
ample.

A QUEER DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of Missouri on a Ques- 
tion of River Jurisdiction. 


Judge Shepard Barclay has recently handed 
down a decision, in which all the other Judges 
ofthe Supreme Court concur, in which he 
lays down the law concerning the jurisdiction 
of the State of Missouri over the Mississippi 
River. Thecase is that of Sanders against 
the St. Jouis& New Orleans Anchor Line,

PROPAGATING PUGILISTS, 


Cross-Breading a Success in the Preductiocn 
fi ef Ring Champions. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dreratcr. 

NEW Tonk, February 9.—While talking with 
a gentleman the other day the subject of cross- 
breeding in puyilists arose and the question as 
to what one or two nationalities had produced 
the best fighters naturally arose. I was aston- 
ished when he gave a place in Boxiania for the 
Teutonic element. When Jack Braughton 
was dubbed the John Bull fighter it was 


thougbt there was but one nation that knew 
anything about fisticuffs and that was the 
English. Nowand then a pugilist would be 


found in the Emerald sie, but these 
were rare, and even when one of 
these sons of the ‘‘Old Dart made 


his appearance and his mark he was always 
claimed as a British subject, so the Irish 
champions seldom got the full meed for the 
achievements in the magie circie.’’ Those 
who have paidany attentionto the pages of 
Fistiania know how true this assertion is. 
Halt a cent ago it was avery dangerous 
thing tosay that a pugilist was Irish and any 
such admission meant the worst of the deal 
for Milesian. The maxim of fair piay held 
good when two Englishmen were opposed 
to each other in the ring, but when- 
ever the international element crept into 
the contest the foreigner invariably got the 
worst of the bargain. The egotism of the 
Briton was 80 great that he could not be 
brought to understand how any foreigner 
could excel in the sport supposed to have been 
discovered by James Tigg. 

This state of affairs prevailed until an en- 
tirely new race sprang up. By this is meant 
the Irish Cockneys.’’ In using this phrase I 
do so advisedly, and it must not be taken for 

ranted that i mean the offspring of 
tnglish and Irish parents who first saw 
the light of day within the sound 
of Bow Bells. The term Irish Cockney must 
be taken in its very broadest meaning, and it 
embraces the son of an Eagiish father and an 
Irish mother, or vice versa, who is born in 
London. This hybrid species is very exten 
sive, and some of the most brilliant perform- 
ers in the ring have belonged to the Irish 
cockney class. It is not my intention to 
enumerate these men here. y object is to 
show that the commingling of the Anglo-Saxon 
with the Celtic and even the Teutonic race bas 
been productive ot much geod, and that many 
game and enduring athletes have been pro- 
<ace4 through this fusion of different nation- 
alities. , 

There can be no manner of doubt at all that 
the best cross has been produced by the En- 
lieh and Irish. It was due to the efforts of 
this new race that one entirely new style of 
milling was given to the world. The line of 
demarcation properly begins at Tom Sayers 
whose wonderful science enabled him to show 
how it was possible for a comparatively little 
man to overcome the giants of the ring.

WALL OF PEKING. 


Ten years ago 
dared propose the introduction of 4 
telegraph into Peking would have 
been a subject for official degradation. The 
trouble with Russia, however, sowed the 
necessity for such communication, and there 
are now in China more than 6,000 miles of 
wire. Slowly, but surely, western invention 
is making its way, and Li Hung Chang, the 
great viceroy, in a visit to Col. Denby at the 
American legation not long ago said he ex- 
— by rallway to Peking within a 
year. Now the journey of ainety miles from 
Tientein has to be made by pony, by donkey, 
or by cart, or the traveler must come by 
boat up the winding FPelho. The pony 
ride requifes two days and the boat takes 
from three to seven. The winter mail of 
Peking has to be brought seven hundred 
miles through the interior by relays of ponies, 
and it then takes something like three weeks 
to get a letter from Shanghai to Peking. The 
Chinese, at present, profess to be well satis- 
fied with this arrangement. The majority of 
them do not want railroads nor telegraphs, 
and they would, if they could, extend the 
walls about Peking so high that they would 
reach heaven itself, and effectually bar out 
the son of heaven, as they call their Em- 
peror, from all contact, direct and indirect, 
with foreigners.

In one corner rises the great temple of heaven, 
a round-towered, pagoda-like st¥mcture 
where the Emperor periodically w the 
slaughter of oxen and burns them as sa ces 
upon a bia marble altar. In another direction 
you can seethe walis of the forbidden city 
with its mony yellow-tiled palaces shining 
in the sunlight, and all around standing out

lead through the walls. 

THE WALLA OF PEKING. 

They are, to me, the most wonderful Sing I 

have yet seen in city architecture. Peking 
is said to be the finest walled city in the world. 
It is made op of the three cities, all of which 
are surrounded by walls. the 
which are as firm to-dayas w 
built hundreds of years 
must have cost many willion dollars, and 
though useless now they once made Peking a 
fortified city. The wall of the tartar city is 
the strongest. It ls as high asacity house of 
four stories, and ite top has a width of forty 
feet, or nearly the width of wany 
a city street. It is sil feet 
wide at the bottom, and you could drive 
four wagon-ioads of hay along its top without 
crowding. It is made of large bricks 
laid in blue morter, and the whole has be- 
come, through age, one mars ot stone. At the 
top the outside walis, perhapstwo feet thick, 
rise four feet and make a fence to the pathway 
between them. This is faxgod with stones in 
the crevices of which the grase ie growing, 
and through which here and there a tree has 
forced us way and grown Dig-trunked and 
long branch amid its rocky surroundings. 
ce between the facings of the walk is 
filled with earth, and the sixteen great gates 
of te ety have brick towers of many stories, 
some of which are bullt in galleries with port- 
holes, and which, over certain gates, to 
the height of 100 feet. The gates are faced 
with stone and thelr arches are of solid 
granite. They are great, round holes cut 
through this massive wall, and within them 
swing heavy. wooden doors studded with 
many tron rivets. These are closed when the 
sun goes down and are not opened again 
until the morning. Through these outside 
fences above the walk on the top of the wall 
are holes through which arrows might have 
been shot, or perhaps a musket barrel pushed 
through. They are not large enough for 
cannon and to-day there are no soldiers 4 
ing guard along these great military high- 
ways. Hereand there is a rude hut built 
upon the stones for a watchman, but the 
most of the walls are free for all, and they 
form the promenade for the foreign residents 
of tue city. At each of the gates there is a 
third wall which runs around it tnclosing a 
space of several acres, and making a double 
fortification at this place. 

One sees very little of the residences of 

THE CHINESE NOBLES. 

Thexlive in large inclosures surrounded by 
walis so bigh that it is impossible to look over 
them and entered by gates which are guarded 
by door-keepers who admitonly the favored 
few. Some ot the residences contain many 
acres inside of these walls, andthe buildings 
are made up of a number of one-story struct- 
ures scattered here and there about the 
grounds. All ot the foreign legations are of 
this nature, and the secretaries and the Minis 
ter of the American Legation live in such an 
inciosure. Americais,I am told, the only 
foreign nation represented at Peking which 
do«s not own its own building. 

The consuls do the marrying for Americans 
in Chipa, and both the English and American 
legation have had to do with a curious matri- 
montel venture this week.

St. Louis as an Educatienal and Scientific 
Center—The Father of the Scilentists— 
Washington University Astronomical 
Celebrities—In the Domain of Elec- 
tricity—Famous Botanists and Meteorol- 
ogists—A Proud Record. 


O city west of the Alle- 

ghany Mountains has so 

long been noted as an 

educational center as St.

+ ow St. Louis were noted 

throughout the Mississippi Valley, and many 

men eminent for their iearning have been at- 

tracted by the fame ofthe colleges and unl- 

versities which bave grown up since that 

time. Men known throughout the length 

and breadth of the country as profess- 

ors and scholars have either been 

educated in its colleges or attracted to this 

city by their fame, and to-day an array of 

names can be presented of which any commu- 
nity might well be proud. 

A PROUD RECORD. 

As might have been expécted in a commu- 
nity in which such activity exists and the 
practical achievements of whose citizens have 
been so great, the men devoted to science 
have found St. Louis to be a most congenial 
abiding place, and their discoveries and 
researches have done much to spread 
the fame of the home either of 
their birth or their adoption throughout 
the length and breadth of the land and to 
earn for St. Louis an enviable and well de- 
served rank among the educational centers of 
the country. Many of the leaders in the field 
of science have passed away, but they have 
left worthy successors, and whether as in- 
structors, as students or as conductors of 
original investigation, the men of science of 


this city bave no reason to fear comparison 
with the most eminent men whom the coun- 
try can produce. 

The name of William Chauvenet is one of 
the best known and most highly honored 
@mong the long list of eminent mathemati- 
cians for whom America is famous. Emigrat- 
ing to thie country from Sweden at an early 
age, he made his home in St. Louis and en- 

aged in teaching. When the Washington 

Iniversity was founded no man better fitted 
to be placed at its head could be found, and 
he became its first Chancelior. While allowing 
no department to escape his keen supervision, 
his tastes and habit of mind led him to bestow 
especial attention upon the mathematical de- 
partment and the wa reputation of those in- 
structed by him, and the high and responsibie 
positions now held by them, is in itself ample 

roof, were all else lacking. ot his eminence in 

is favorite fleld. But great as were the 
labors improved upon him by the task which 
he bad taken in hand, that of build- 
ing up a great university, Chancellor 
Chauvenet found time to pursue bis favorite 
studies, andthe books which be bas left as a 
memorial of his life's work will always stand 
in the very front rank of mathematical pro- 
ductions. Chauvenet’s geometry, algebra 
and trigonometry have been adopted as 
text-books by the leading preparatory schools 
and colleges of the country, and the demand 
for them instead of diminishing is constantiy 
increasing. Besides these standard works 
many monographs on abstruse problems 
of e mathematics bear his name, and bis 
original investigations will challenzve 
comparison with those of the foremost 

cholars of this or any other country. To 

hancellor Chauvenet belongs of right the 
honor of being the father of St. Louis 


scientists. 
PROF. E. 8. HOLDEN. 

A graduate of the Washington University, 
the valedictorian of his class, and the favorite 

upil of the venerable Chancellor Edward 8. 
Holden bas continued, although in a slightly 
different line. the work of his instructor. 
From the Washington University Mr. Holden 
passed to the Military Academy at West Point, 
where he graduated with high honor. Al- 
though assigned to the artillery his scientific 
attainments were soon recognized and he was 
detailed to make astronomical observations 
tor the engineer department, his head- 
quarters for several years being at Washing- 
ton, where the excellent observatory afforded 
ample facilities for investigations among the 
stellar worlds. A large number of valuabie re- 
ports and monographs published by the Gov- 
ernment, a8 well as an exceilent stellar map, 
are among the monuments to Mr. Holden’s 
efficiency and devotion to science. 

Resigning his commission in the army, 
he proceeded to ison, Wis., where 
he spent several years at work 
in the observatory. During this 
time he was aprolific writer, both for scien- 
tific publications and popular periodicals. His 
investigations among the double stars led to 
many new and important discoveries, and his 
name was placed in the first rank of American 
astronomers. In che year 188, when the 
question of the presidency of the University 
of California was brought before the Board 
of Trustees, it was unanimousiy voted that 
the position sbould be offered to Prof. Holden. 


After some hesitation he accepted, and now 


One of the great- 
est attractions so enthusiastic an 
astronomer which the ition offered was 
that with it was coupled the superintendency 
of the construction of the great observatory 
and telescope which will soon be placed upon 
one of the highest peaks of the Sierras, the 
princely donation of the late James Lick hav- 
ing furnished the means of providing a tele- 
scope and observatory superior to any now in 
existence. With the facilities which this 
monster instrument will piace at his com- 
mand—facilities far superior to any hitherto 
enjoyed by an American astronomer—there is 
no doubt that President Holden will make 
most valuable additions to the store of knowl- 
edge of the heavens. 
WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY SAGES. 

Among meteorologists and electricians no 
name is better known than that of F. E. Ni- 
pher of the Washington University. An active 
and enthusiastic member of the American 
Academy of Science, Prof. Nipher has made 
an especial study of the laws governing 
storms and the attendant electrical phenom- 
ena. Wulle his works have not been collected 
in book form, scores of valuable monographs 
are in existence of which heis the author, 
and which have been published by the Acad- 
emy of Science. Ip the department of dynam- 
ie electricity Prof. Nipber is a recognized 
authority, and a number of inventions and 
improvements of scien apparatus have 
been made by him. 

Prof. Wm. B. Potter, also a professor at the 
Washington University, has done work in the 
departments of mineralogy and oe A 
which has attracted universal attention. s 
consulting engineer of the Iron Mountain Co. 
he bas made many improvements in furnaces 
and apparatus. eisthe autbor of a number 
of treatises on metallurgy and is a frequent 
contributor to American aud fore a

In the field of applied chemistry W. H. 
Pulsifer, although -classing himself as an 
amateur, is universally accorded a very high 

osition. Hig numerous monographs have 

en 8 pt gee and many have been 
translated, but his last and most voluminous 
work, published in 1888, entitled Notes on 
the History of Lead. has placed his fame on 
an enduring basis, and is recognized as sup- 
plying a long-felt want. Mr. Pulsifer is also 
un astronomer and is a close and widely read 
student in many departments of science. 

St. Louis is exceptionally well supplied with 
prophetic almanac-makers, possessing in the 
persons of John H. Tice and Irl W. Hicks two 
men whose fame is continental. Their in- 
vestigations of wmweteorological problems and 
conditions have been marked by exceptional 
originality, and while both have many de- 
tractors, each has a large body of ardent ad- 
herents and advocates. 

FATHER BRENNAN. 

Among the astronomers Father Martin 8. 
Brennan occupies a high place. His fame is 
that of a close and eruditie student 
ratber than that of an original 
observer, an as an Instructor he 
is second to none. He has lectured on 
astronomy at the College of the Christian 
Brothers, and is regarded as one of the most 
widely and deeply read astromers of the city. 

In addition toa number of able contribu- 
tions to scientific periodicals, he has recectly 

ublishned a book entitled What Catholics

There is also a screen of 
tapestry with a peacock for the subject, the 
embroidered colors mell wed by age, and 
which could never be equaled by the finest 
modern embroidery. 

In Mrs. COoie’s ion ig an en- 
tire set of furniture, hand-made and 
embroidered, which was formerly in the 
possession of the Empress osephine. 
It is beautiful beyond words; the French 
tapestry is dark red, embroidered in rose 
buds. together, the ssions of Mrs. 
Cole are perhaps the finest of their style in 
the country, certainly the finest in St. als. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Gibson, in their South 
Side home, have a real treasury of curious 
and handsome souvenims. In the center of 
the drawing - rooms a pair of exquisite vases 
of painted porcelain. The height of each is 
five feet; the pedestal three feet. Altogether 
they are so large that they sem to dwarf the 
wide room wherein they are stationed. They 
were made by the Imperial order at Potsdam 
in 1859 for Mr. Gibson, and the Emp ror of 
Austria bimself had no finer in bis rare col. 
lection. On one vase is a representation of 
the castle at Berlin, with the historic win- 
dow where Frederick the Great reviewed his 
troops; theother panels have different Aus- 
trian representations; beneath is the inecrip-

tor the Emperor. It is in their language and 
reads:

Beneath is the order framed in glass. 
uver each mantel hangs a portrait presented 
by Baron Schaeffer; one of them, a life-size 
water color of Emperor Franz Joseph, taken 
in fall regimentais; the other matches a elm 
lar oll puinting of the beautiful Austrian Em- 

re~s in full court dress and jewels. In a 
rame on a card three feet square is the Lord’s 
Prayer in fifty-four languages, pre- 
sented by the Baron Gerolt to his god- 
son Gerolt Gibson in 1869 in 
Washington. It was even then an antiquity. 
Mr. Gibson has also a collection of photo- 
granhs of the late venerable German Emperor, 
likenesses of bimseif, and personally pre- 
sented to his daugher on her foreign tour. 
There is also a picture taken by a friend of the 
Gibson family with an amateur photographie 
camera of the meeting between tbe a 
and Bismarck tor one of their councils. is 
the only one extant. Besides this is a collec- 
tion of rare old German china, presented by 
the Baron Von Alrensieben. It is very inter- 
psting, the china blue and the steins strikingly 
German in design and workmanship. But it 
is not royalty alone that has showered 
ite favors on the courtiy St. Louisans for in 
the treasure group are handsome souvenirs 
from nearly all the American men of distinc- 
tion.

HERD are as many 
styles of note paper, 
handwriting and fash- 
fons of ‘signing them- 
selyes’’ in daily usage 
among well known 
women as there are 
styles of beauty among 
tne ladies themselves. 
Tue deeply colored, 
highly scented mono- 


gram papers and en- 
velopes have had their 
day. They are now 
out of place and less 
conspicuous and inoffensive styles have su- 
perseded them. Many delicate tints are used. 
The paper is usual plain cream linen 
of either rough or smooth texture. Pale 
heliotrope, with a faint aroma of heliotrope; 
very light biue, with a suspicion of 
wlolets; delicate pink, with an odor 
—very faint—of tea rose, are used. But 
the favorite paper is plain cream linen with- 
out odor of any kind, Envelopes are made 
nearly square, and a seal of white wax, an ad- 
dress or monogram of initials, is used on the 
back.

chine. An English gentieman says in his 
journal, dated in 1840, that he saw on one of 
the walls ot the HRathhaus of Nuremberg a 
painting of a man being bebeaded by'a guillo- 
tine and the painting is 319 years old. Prob- 
ably it is still to be seen there, for Nuremberg 
is one of the very few European curiosity- 
shops which knows how to take care of its 
curigsities. In Hollinshed’s ‘‘Chronicles of 
Ireland’’ (edition of 1577) there is a wood-cut 
picture of a gulliotine execution with this ex 


planation: In the yeere 1807, the ist of 
April, Muorcod Ballagh was beheaded near to 
Merton by Sir David Caunton, Enignht.’’ 
Coming down to later and more reliable 
records we find what in Scotiand was called 


In a book much more interesting than trust- 
wortby, entitled The Memoirs of the Sanson 
Fainily,’’ edited by Henri Sanson, ‘‘the last 
of seven generations of executioners,’’ some 
startiing stories are told in regard to the ori- 
gin of the ;guilllotine, which will pay the 
reading of those who like to have fiction 
served up under the guise of fact and romance 
dressed out in the clothes of history.

YOUNG SIR HENRY VANE. 


The High Opinion Held of Prof. Hosmer’s 
Last Book. 


Two months or so ago Messrs. Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. published Prof. Hosmer’s bil- 
Ography of young Sir Henry Vane, the high- 
born Puritan who came, when a young man, 
to Americato figure asa colonial governor 
and who returnea afterward to England to 
become, next to Cromwell, the most Illus 
trious character of the English common- 
wealth. The volume has been widely and fa- 
‘vorably.noticed by the American press. The 


Ninnespolis Tribuue, for instance, says: The 
book is to be welcomed toa place beside 
the volumes with which our great American 
rians have enriched the literature of 
nglish speaking men. The Boston Trans- 
cript finds it ‘‘a vigorous and absorbing book; 
scholarly and powerful study. Says the 
New York Times: One of the most dramatic 
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bie share in the success of C 
. We see him actively 
various committees 

of State, atten 
ing to all matters connected with fl. 
nances and the supply of the armies. But it 
is as the organizer of the navy of the com- 
monwealth that he most distinguished himself, 
and all lishmen, whatever their political 
views may be, ought to reverence the name of 
one who did so mach for the efficiency of what 
has so long been considered as ullarly the 
national service. Tho not the best known 
naval struggles in our history, unquestionably 
the Dutch warsof the seventeenth century 
were the hardest that England has ever been 
4 in. Holland was a far more formid- 
able rival on the seas than France ever was, 
and at that time she was at the height of her 
wer onthe ocean, ber fleets, her sailors, 
r admirals were renowned over the world. 
For England to challenge her supremacy 
seemed almost as bold an undertaking 
as it would seem now for Germany or Italy to 
dispute England's naval position. And that 
this arduous enterprise was not merely at- 
tempted, but attempted w much success, 
was dueinalarge measure™to the untiring 
exertions of Vane and his committee. Ags his 
biographer pats it: By their orders Blake, 
Dean and Monk go to sea; the forests are 
felled, tar and cordage, powder and guns and 
eanvass are to be seized wherever they are to 
be had. Merit is promoted, inefficiency cash- 
lered, Captains and men that show the white 
feather sternly disciplined.’’ But the time 
was coming when Vane’s career was to be 
rudely interrupted. 


The Westminster considers the dissolution 
of the Rump Parliament, and how Cromwell 
„fell a vailing, crying out with a loud voice, 
Ol Sir Henry Vane, Sir — Vane, the 
Lord deliver me from Sir Henry Vane!’’Vane’s 
pamphiet ‘‘The Healing Question’’ receives 
notice, in which the remarkable suggestion 
is made that a constitutional convention 
should be called, according to the newest 
American fashion, to decide upon the ‘‘funda- 
mentais’’ for the guidence of the legislature 
of England. When at last the commonwealth 
failed, and Vane was brought to trial, ‘‘he 
pleaded his case with undaunted courage and 

eat ability, but his sentence had been pre- 

etermined beforehand, and on June 14, 1662, 
he was brought out to die.“ Prof. 
Hosmer bas printed in full a touching 
account of the execution by a friend 
of Vane’s. ‘‘Being come to the scaffold he 
cheertuily ascends, and being up, after the 
crowd on the scaffold was broken into pieces 
to make way for him, he showed himseif to 
the ple in front of the scaffold with that 
nobie and Curistian-like deportment that he 
rather seemed a looker-on than the person 
concerned in the execution, Inasmuch that it 
was difficult to persuade many of the people 
that he was the prizoner. He attempted to 
address the people, but was rudely and 
brutally interrupted. ‘Then the trumpets 
were ordered to sound in his face with a con- 
temptible noise to prevent his being heard. 
* * * The prisoner was very patient 
and composed under all these in- 
juries an soundings of the trumpets 
several times in his face onl say- 
ing it was nard he might not be su ered to 
speak, but, says he, ‘my usage from men is no 
harder than was my Lord and Master’s, and 
all that will live his life this day must expect 
hard dealing from the worldly spirit.’ * * *

f. Hosmer is not one of those of whom 
Mr. Freeman wrote some time ago as persons 
hose birth across the Atlantic leads them 
to despise the name of Englishman.’’ ‘‘It 
will be a sad day., he tells us, for America 
if her — ever allow themselves to be so 
far swayed by ancient prejudice or the foreign 
influences which have been poured in so 
copiousiy, as to forget that their coun- 
try isin origin English, that her institutions 
are the bequest of by-gone English genera- 
tions, and that the land will be past praying 
for if she forgets the mother from whom she 
drew her life.“ He even puts what fora citizen 
ofthe citizen of the United States must be 
considered the v daring question, Was 
the American volution worth while? 
Would not the welfare of the English-speak- 
ing race, of the world in general, have been 
better served if the British empire bad re- 
mained undivided?’’ * * However, he 
answers this question in the negative, and de- 
cides that the American Revolution was not a 
mistake, and points out that in all probability 
it had a great effect in saving Engiand from 
despotism, as Fox and the English popular 
arty believed at the time. He aiso shows 
hat the grantiug pf self-governing Institu- 
tions to the remaining coicnies of 
England was directly a consequence 
of the American struggle, which had 
taught the ruling powers in Great Britain 
the danger of endeavoring to express popular 
aspirations elsewhere. Buthe does not be- 
lieve that the final stage has yet been reached 
in the relation between the different members 
of the English race. His view of them—past, 
resent and futnre—is well expressed in the 
ollowing words: Dependence was right in 
its day; but for English se 5 colonial America 
woul ave become a province of France. In- 
dependence was andisright. It was well for 
us and for Britain, too, that we were split 
apart. Washington, as the main agent in the 
separation, is justly the most venerated name 
in our history. But interdependence, too, will 
in ite day be right, and greater than Washing- 
ton will be that statesman of the future who 
shail reconstitute the family bond, conciliate 
the members into an eng brotherhood ,found 
the vaster union, which must be the next 
great step toward the universal fraternity of 
man when patriotism can be merged into a 
love that can take in all humanity.’’ 

This language may be pronounced by some 
to be vague and 8 but all English - 
men, taking the word ih its widest sense, 
ought surely to feel in sympathy witn its 
spirit. The idea of an Anglo- American 
alliance cannot be pronounced altogether vis- 
lonary and impracticable, and indeed it has 
before this been indicated by far-seeing states- 
men in both countries. The advantages of 
such an alliance to both nations are obvious, 
and it would be ascarcely less gain tor the 
peace and freedom of the worid at large. It 
would be a league of the free peoples, not for 
any purposes of aggression, but for the de- 
fense of their just rights, and also of those of 
other free States, if they were threatened 
with absorption by 8 despot- 
ism. It may not yet be time for Prof. Hos- 
mer’s ideas to meet with even this measure of 
realization, but at least much may be done on 
both sides of the water to promote a mutual 
spirit of friendliness and to abstain 
from such paltry bickerings as have too often 
on trivial matters. And it 
may be remarked here that nothing would do 
more to remove a constant source of interna- 
tional irritation and to prepere the way for

Frederick L. Billoa, who will count his 
88th birthday on the 23d of April, has appar- 
ently obtained possession of the secret of 
longevity. He now, with his more than four 
score years, still feels able to take long walks 
on pleasant afternoons, and is in the enjoy- 
ment of excelient health with a good prospect 
of living for many long years yet. His pres- 
ent activity is largely due to his early life, 
which wag marked by the absence of vices 
and induigences and a love for physical exer- 
cise. He was bornin Philadelphia on April 
23, 1801, and lived there for the first seventeen 
years of his life. When he was at school he 
cared little for tops or marbles, but when 
there was any skating, running or 
walking to be done he was always to the 
front. It was his delight to take long walks 
through the surrounding country with his 
father, and many a day did they cover twenty 
or thirty miles ofterritory. When he came to 
St. Louis in 1818 it took sixty days to make the 
trip. During that time he was subjected 
to all the hard work and outdoor 
exercise incidentto such a journey. On ar- 
riving bere he was left in charge of his father’s 
business and had pienty of active work. As 
bis acouaintance grew he would take lon 
walks into the country to visit his friends an 
after a little while established a reputation as 
a walker, which he still maintains. 

In recent years be has walked from his 
home, on Park avenue, to the cemeteries in 
the northern end of town, spent several hours 
in moving about, getting names and dates 
from the gravestones and monument and 
then walked home. Lest winter, during the 
most severe weather, he was known on der- 
oral ocoasions to go out bareheaded aud with- 
out overceat to shovel the snow from the 
front pavement, so as to getup a good appe- 
tite for breakfast. 

His babite throughout his life have been as 
reguiar as clock work. Three meals a day he 
bas always made his regular allowance. In 
his early youth he emoked a littie, but soon 
gave it up. He has never been a strict tem- 
perance advocate, bot has been in the habit 
of taking a toddy before each meal and an- 
other on going to bed.

In point 
of power, commer- 
cial and political; in 
vastness of territory;

agaregate and indi- 
vidual; in the roy- 
alty of the salaries it pays to ite officers; in 
the consummate genius with which every 
little detail of ite vast business is arranged, 
directed and managed; in the immense 
sweep of its functions, it has n0 
parallel in the history of the world. 
If the drama which has during the past fifteen 
or twenty years been enacted by the Standard 
Ou Co. could, by any process, be reduced to 
some practicable form and played upon the 
stage, it would startle the world.

The Standard Oi! Co. ot to-day is the result. 
In 1865 Rockafeller and one or two others or- 
ganized the Standard Oil Co. in Cleveland, 
with a capital of $100,000. The first move of 
the new cump 2 was to freeze out or buy out 
its rivals in leveland. It succeeded in 
doing the latter with the firm of An- 
drews, Clark & Co. paying those 
refiners $109, 000 for their — 
It bas followed this policy ever since. It has 
frozen out, starved out and bought out all 
concerns which refined and sold coal oll in 
the market until to-day there are only two 
companies in the United States in the business 
outside the Standard—one in Titusville and 
one in Pittsburg. It has absorbed everything 
in its line slowly and steadily like some gigan- 
tic sponge until now it is saturated, for there 
is nothing left to take up. Its capital stock is 
$150 ,000,000 and there is nota share of it on the 
streetfor sale. The entire businessis owned 
by about forty men. 

When the parent affair in Cleveland became 
fully conscious of

it turned its eyes towards new fields. The en- 
tire territory of the United States was before 
it to select from, and, as it did not care to 
take chances, it he the whole country. 
It mapped out the United States and divided it 
up into districts, some of ite agents taking 
four States, others three, others one. In one 
instance one concern was alloted the entire 
South. Wherever a rival existed the Standard 
forced down the price of its goods 
until the opposer threw up his 
hands. if he showed a, determination 
to wage relentiess war and his backing was 
strong, the Standard bought him in at his own 
price.

But while the Standard had secured control 
of the United States for the sale of its prod- 
uct, it was negotiating for the trade of Ku- 
rope. To-day it has in the hollow of its hand 
the trade of the commodities it controls ‘of 
England, whole sections of Europe, Japan, 
China, Australia, India, Oceanica and 
nearly all that portion of Asia which is not 
under the sway of the Russian Empire, for it 
must be remembered that there are oil flelas 
in European Russia, and Russia isthe only 
competitor the Standard has failed to 
beat. It is said, on what authority 
it is not known, that Mr. Rockafelier has 
spoken of acquiring a controlling interest in 
the oil industry of Russia. China has yet to 
be fought, but until the fields of China are 
worked the Standard can rest easily. 

In the entire United States 60,000 barrels of 
crude petroleum are used by refineries every 
day. Of thisthe Standard refines about 84, 
000, paying about $1.06 for every barrel to the 
consumer.

8,000 votes in the State of New York would bave 
given him the election. I Dave endeavored to 
study the causes of that result to tne best of 
my opportunities, and I am very moch in- 
clined to think that the tariff-reform issue was 
not Mr. Cleveland’s weak point, but really bis 
We observe the very significant 
fact that Mr. Cleveland made his gains mostly 
in cities, in industrial centers, where the 
tariff question came nearest home to the 
voters, where it was most apt to crowd out all 
side issues, and where through the easy ex- 
change of opinions, the educational process 
usually gues on quickest. Mr. Cleveland lost 
mostly in the agricultural districts, where old 
opinions are most stubbornly clang to, where 
old prejudices are easily aroused, and where 
the edacational process ise always slowest. If, 
ia spite of ail the disaavantawes and the mis- 
management I have mentioned, the inberent 
strength of the tarfff reform caase, as the 
short discussi: ne of one campaign presented 
it to the popular mind, came so pear defeating 
the tremendous array of interest and energy 
on tue other side, what would have happened 
had President Cleveland brought out his tariff 
message a year or two sooner, so that the 
educational movement started by it would 
have had time to penetrate the rural districts 
as it bas netrated some of the industrial 
centers? And what will happen if the discue- 
sion goes on, and especially if the protective 
policy continues to develop its character as a 
breeder of monopolies’ And this it will cer- 
tainly do if the Republican party in power 
perniite it, for the protected interests are in- 
satiable; they will never be satisfied until not 
only all foreign competition is cut off, but un- 
til itis made easy to them to neutralize all 
home competition too by combination.

relation to the com- 
¥ paratively recent 
| discoveries regard- 
ing the causes of the great class of specific or 
essential diseases—those diseases which are 
due to a definite causative agent which 
always produces the same affection; and to 
our knowledge of the physiological and ther- 
apeutical action of different reme- 
dial agents upon the system as 
a whole or in part, by which we are enabled 
to formulate a general classification as re- 
garde the application of remedies to the treat - 
ment of disease. It is by reason of the seiect- 
ive action of many of the remedies which are 
classified under the head of drugs upon cer- 
tain organs of the body—an action both 
primary and secondary and which is in ac- 
cordance in many instances with the size of 
the dose administered—that we have at our 
command the means of preventing, 
removing or obviating the possible et- 
fect of special morbid conditions at- 
fecting a particular portion of the 
body, as local diseases of the heart, or the 
stomach, or the lungs. Thus, our materia 
medica contains one class of remedies, which 
when applied locally (directly to the affected 
part) haveatendency to coagulate the al- 
buminold constituents of the tissues and thus 
exert an astringent effect, and which are for 
this reason called astringents. Another class 
increases the functional activity of certain 
portions of the glandular system, repre- 
sentatives of this class being catbartics, which 
increase the intestinal glandular secretions; 
slalagogues, the flow of saliva; diaphoretics, 
which increase the activity of the sweat 
giands, of which class ipecac is a familiar ex- 
ample; diuretics, which have a like effect 
upon the kidneys, and the misnamed and 
misused remedies known as 
CHOLAGOGUES, 
orthe mineral and vegetable substances of 
which calomel, blue mass and rhubarb are 
typical representatives and which are popu- 
larly and erroneously supposed to exert an 
influence over the secreting power of the 
liver, and thus overcome that indefinite and 
protean complaint characterized by the laity 
as ‘‘billousness’’ and by the scientific physi- 
clan as acute dyspepsia. Still other remedies 


increase the action of the heart; others dimin- 
wh it; others exert some special influence 
over certain organs, as the brain, or the 
bladder, or the spinal cord, or the nerves presid- 
ing over the vital functions, or over the blood 
veesels, and so on until we reach that impor- 
tant group of remedies known as alteratives, 
or those medicinal agents which modify the 
nutritive processes by their direct supervision 
over the metamorphosis and tissue changes 
which take place in the intimate cellular 
stricture of the whole — Unlike tonics, 
which produce their effects by bringing about 
primarily an immediate and appreciable in- 
crease inthe secretions of the salivary and 
gastric glands and thus, without effecting 
any change in the nature of 
these secretions, secondarily improve 
the appetite and the digestion; and 
unlike stimulants, which are simply excitants 
and which arouse the vital functions into 
merely ephemeral activity, they produce their 
effects silently and imperceptibly and withont 
cognition upon the part of the subject of their 
beneficial effect, and, again unlike tonics and 
stimulants, their effects are generally perma- 
— unless it so happens that the cause which 
was originally operative in the production of 
the morbid condition is still active; in this 
case it is not probable that any beneficial eftect 
can be expected even temporarily. 

It is of sy special remedies of this last 
class that I Gish to speak, fret briefly consid- 
ering one which is very popular in domestic 
practice, and then the relations of two that 
are little known or understood to the removal 
of certain morbid constitutional conditions 
which have recently been made the subjects 
of extensive comment in these columns. 

SARSAPARILLA 

is a vegetable drug which, in the estimation 
of the laity, has long heid a high repatation 
as an alterative, or, as this class of remedies 
are styled in common  pariance, a 
„blood purifier.’’ Wher this drug was 
first introduced the notice of the 
medical profession extraordinary powers were 
elaimed for it, but later researches have shown 
it to be utterly devoid of physiological and 
therapeutic activity in all but one direction, 
that is, itis still used to a slight extent by 
Southern physicians in the form of the com- 
pound decoction in the treatment of the last 
stages of a certain obstinate constitutional 
diseuse, but as the compound decoction con- 
tains other and more active ee ee the 
one from which it is nained, it isjdi it to as- 
certain which one deserves the credit. How 

ever, taking advantage of the credulity 
of the public, the makers of atent 
medicines have flooded the matket with this 
drug, which they claim tobe a specific cure 
tor every In flesh is heir to, but whose prep- 
arations, like all the patent ‘‘blood’’ medi- 
cines, are directed toward just one disease, 
consequently I cannot refrain from informing 
the purchasers and users of these prepara- 
tions that they thereby lay themselves liable 
to a disgraceful suspicion. 

One of the most valuable thera tic agents 
atthe command of the med profession, 
under certain circumstances, is the oil which 
is obtained from the leaves ofthe gadus mor- 
rhuz, and known as cod liver oll, but on 
account of the repugnance which 
its lar taste and odor tes in 
many persons, itis a substance that cannot 
always be taken advantage of, and there have 
been many unsuccessful attempts made to 
procure some efficient substitute. Notwith- 
stunding the fact that all known fats have 
been used in ite stead, the peculiar and dis- 
tinctive results of the administration of cod 
liver oil were not obtained, and for this rea- 
son: Coming, as it does, from the liver of the 
fish, it contains peculiar principles which ren- 
der its passage 1 animal membranes 
very easy; it is the most readily oxidizable 
and consequeatly most easily absorbed and 
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afflicted with morbid obes/

To such 
an extent is this true thata direct Physiolog. 
cal effect of the administration or 
iddine to a healthy person is emaciation and a 
general depression of the powers of life which 
necessarily accompanies an interference with 
the nutritive processes in a healthy indi- 
vidual. But in the obese subject, lu whom fat 
accumulates by reason of a deficiency in the 
activity of those organs whose norma! funo 
tion is the elimination of all that is not utilize 
by the stem, then, and then only, would 
remedies looking toward that object be indi. 
cated. But what has iodine got to do with 
bladder wrack. you ask. Simply this: An 
analysis of ; 
FUCUS VESICULOSUS 
shows it to be rich in iodine, and it is, in fact 
from sea weeds similar in their nature to the 
one referred to that kelp (the ashes of certain 
sea weeds), the great source of iodine, is de. 
rived. But it ie by no means certain that the 
virtues of this drug deperd entirely upon the 
iodine it contains, for, in the language of, 
prominent medical authority who bas investi. 
gated the drug thoroughly, ‘‘doubtiess the 
excellent resulte which have been 
reported as foliowin the adminis. 
tration of Fucus Vesiculosus, and its 
superiority over its constituents when the 
latter are administered separately, are owing 
to the fact of the organic combinations into 
=, these constituents have entered in the 
plant. 

It must not be thought for a moment that 
this drugis an ‘‘anti-fat’’ remedy, for it is 
only when there is an abnormal accumulation 
of fat resultant upon a deficiency inthe normal 
activity of those organs by which fat is util- 
mod and elimin that its effect can de bene- 
ficial by its alterative influence in removing 
the cause of the deposition of the superfluous 
tissue. Used under any other circumstances 
than when its alterative action Is indicated it 
will a0 harm, and unless the hygienic and 
dietetic regulations which are in reality 
the most important part of the treat- 
ment are faithfully carried out, no benefit 
may be anticipated from medication, and it is 
unfortunately the case that the sluggish phys. 
ical temperament generally goes hand in 
hand with a certain degree of mental hebetude 
or deficiency of the will power, particularly 
in gastronomical matters, that renders an un- 
compromising adherence to physical regula- 
tions a difficult matter. For the subjects of 
‘‘active’’ obesity, the form of ‘‘fleshiness’’ 
affecting some persons of active habits, 
whose appetite is keen and whose 
digestion is fauitiess, the only 
lies in strict attention to dietetic and hygienic 
rules, and this is not so difficult in these cases 
as may imagined. Asa rule, we eat en- 
tirely too much, and in many cases disease is 
brought about by a constant tax upon the 
system in getting rid of superabundant food.
